The third trial in the adion in 
trespass brought by Mrs. Elisa­ 
beth M. Finney, formerly of Har­ 
risburg. against the G. C. Murphy 
Co. store here may be heard in 
May term of court 
The state Supreme Court by 
a 4-2 decision has overruled the 
‘‘compulsory 
nonsuit’* 
decision 
made by the Adams County court 
in the second trial of the case. 
Basis of the case is a fall suf­ 
fered by Mrs. Finney, then a 
sexagenarian, on June 24, 1954, kl 
the Murphy store here. She and- 
Mrs Mary Sunday and Mrs. Jean 
Sunday, of Carlisle, had visited 
the store when Mrs. Fmney fell. 
A physician was summoned and 
she was advised to check later 
with ber own physician The Mrs. 
Sundays 
and 
Mrs. Finney 
re­ 
turned to Carlisle, stopping for a 
dinner enroute and Mrs. Finney's 
hip gradually “got worse.” Event­ 
ually she underwent surgery over 
a period of time. A pin was placed 
to hold a hip bone and had to 
be replaced several times. She 
was hospitalized for a lengthy 
period and underwent several op­ 
erations over the years. 
TWO PREVIO U S TRIALS 
At the first trial of the case 
here the jury found rn favor of i 
the Murphy Co. Mrs. Finney tes­ 
tified she slipped in a “pool of 
Myco Shean” used to clean and 
cover the floors. That decision of 
the jury was appealed to the state 
Supreme Court and the Supreme 
Court held that certain evidence 
admitted to the trial was inad­ 
missible and directed a new trial. 
At the second trial the Adams 
County court at the conclusion 
of the presentation of Mrs. Fin­ 
le y s tide of the case declared 
rn compulsory nonsuit ruling that 
Mrs. Fmney’s suit did not show 
by any evidence that the G. C. 
Murphy Co. had in any way been 
at fault because there was no 
evidence that it had permitted or 
placed a pool of Myco Shean en 
which Mrs. Finney could slip. 
The Supreme Court in its 4 to 
2 decision this week at Philadel­ 
phia, according to copies of its 
opinion received here, held that 
the case should have gone to the 
jury instead of being adjudged 
a compulsory nonsuit. The Su­ 
preme Court held that the testi­ 
mony showed that the “floor in 
the Murphy store presented a con­ 
dition from which a jury could 
infer negligent maintenance," and 
as a result the jury should have 
been permitted to hear the re- 
- mainder of the case and reach 
its own decision. 
Judge W. C. Sheely said the 
case will be listed for the May 
term of Adams County court and 
possibly will be tried then.

Why let shallow cigarette burns 
mar the surface of your wood 
furniture? With the right tech- 
nique you 
can 
remove 
burns 
easily and with out refinishing 
the entire surface. 
First, gently scrape the charred 
spot with a rounded dull knife. 
Be careful not to scratch the sur­ 
rounding area. Next, wrap 3D 
steel wool tightly around the end 
of an orange stick or a pencil with 
the 
point 
removed. 
Rub 
the 
charred spot gently with the stick. 
Brush the spot to remove all 
charred, powdery dust. 
If the spot is shallow, fill it with 
varnish stain, ready-colored seal­ 
er, color-in-oil, or ready mixed 
oil stain added to sealer or var 
nish. Apply the material to the 
spot with a small water color 
brush. Allow it to dry slightly and 
feather out the edges. Apply more 
layers as needed to fill the de­ 
pression Let each layer dry be­ 
fore adding another. For a final 
coat. apply to the spot the type 
of finish that was originally used 
on the furniture.

SIMON The Zealot 


" . . . and Simon called Zelates.' 


— luke V I IS 


Aside from this brief reference (and similar reference# 
in the other Gospels), the New Testament tells us very 
little of Simon, except that he was called hy Jesus to 
be one of the twelve disciples. 
Luke indicates that he was a member of the Zealots, 
a Jewish sect which adhered strictly to Mosaic ritual, 
and advocated the assertion of religious liberty by force 
ol arms. 
Elsewhere he is called the Canaanite, referring not 
to the place of his birth, but to the Hebrew word signi­ 
fying “to be zealous. 
Luke, who wrote his Gospel in 
Greek, merely used the Greek term meaning the same 
thing. 
Tile sect of Zealots is believed to have been organized 
by a fierce patriot known as Judas the Galilean who, 
when Judea was made a Roman province, publicly 
urged the people to resist Roman rule, and to refuse 
to pay taxes 
Tile Jewish historian, Josephus, paints a very deroga­ 
tory picture of the Zealots in their later history during 
the siege of Jerusalem under Vespasian. 
According to his account, they assassinated many of 
the most eminent citizens of the Holy City, and created 
such internecine conflicts among the Jews that they fell 
easy prey to the Roman attackers. 
Even the Zealots themselves were divided into two 
factions, the historian relates, whose struggles among 
themselves hastened the fall of Jerusalem. 
It may well be that Simon the Zealot was one ol the 
followers of Jesus who believed that He might be a 
political deliverer w’ho would overthrow the hated rule 
of Rome. 
In one of his most widely quoted poems, the American 
poet, Ezra Pound, tried to imagine the thoughts of 
Simon the Zealot, following the Crucifixion. The work 
is called, “Ballad of the Goodly Fere,” and one of the 
stanzas quotes the disciple as saying: 
“A master of men was the Goodly Fere 
A mate of the wind and sea. 
If they think they ha’ slain our Goodly Fere 
They are fools eternals/’

was born. In 1788 Hays died and 
h e following year his widow m ar 
ried a comrade of her first has 
band's — one George McCauley. 
This m arriage proved to be an 
unhappy one and according to a 
fairly well-founded tradition Mc 
Cauley left Carlisle a few months 
after the m arriage and was never 
heard from again. 
Heroine or not life m ust be 
lived and a livelihood m ust be

Molly supported herself 
and her young son by scrubbing, 
caring for children, acting as a

CATERPILLARS 
THREAT IN '62 


Ther« are signs that the east­ 
ern tent caterpillar will appear 
in 
greater profusion 
in 
some 
areas of Pennsylvania this spring 
than in recent years, 
Owner* of shade and orchard 
trees should start checking for 
signs of "tents” — about the size 
of a half dollar — by the first 
two weeks 
of April, says Dr. 
Thomas L. Guyton, director of 
the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, 
state Department of Agriculture. 
Egg clusters, laid by the female 
last June, and found on small 
twigs of apple and wild cherry 
tree*, will begin to hatch about 
April I. These clusters can be 
recognized by their varnish-likc 
coating over the entire mass. 
Homeowners wishing 
to stop 
defoliation of valuable ornamen­ 
tal trees and shrubs are advised 
to remove and bum the masses 
during the winter season. The 
nests 
are 
easily destroyed 
in 
early spring by wiping out with 
the hand*. This should be done 
when the caterpillars are in the 
nest, which is usually on cool wet 
days. 
Burning out the nest may re­ 
sult in damage to the tree. There­ 
fore. one spraying of an infested 
plant with a DDT mixture ‘four 
tablespoons of SO per cent wet­ 
table DDT powder to a gallon of 
water* is recommended and will 
give protection for an entire sea­ 
son. Spraying should be done as 


Different Types Of 
Guttering And Spouts 


lf you are planning to install 
new 
gutters 
and 
downspouts, 
know the types that are avail­ 
able. 
There are two principal types 
made. One is half round in shape 
and i* called eaves trough The 
other is square in cross section 
with a formed front face This is 
called K-gutter Ogee, or Box Gun­ 
ter. 
The style of gutter to he used 
is dependent upon the architec­ 
tural design of the house and per­ 
sonal preference. 
Style K-gutter 
is 
generally 
used when the edge of the roof 
is flush with the side of the build­ 
ing or if the roof edge extends 
as an eave, and is closed at the 
bottom and finished with a facia 
board. 
On houses where the edge of 
the roof extends beyond the side 
of the building and the overhang 
is left open, half-round gutter is 
used. 
Generally,

or conductor pipe is used with 
eaves trough and the square pipe 
is used with K-gutter.

When buying floor wax, read 
the label carefully. The slime type 
of deaning and waxing agent 
isn’t recommended for all smooth 
surface floor coverings.

become worn. On wood and sealed 
cork, use a paste or liquid polish­ 
ing wax that contains an organic- 
base solvent, such as naphtha.

However, a polishing wax with 
a naphtha base may damage some 
smooth surface floor coverings. 
Use a water-base (self-polishing* 
wax on rubber, unsealed cork, 
asphalt tile or vinyl surfaces.
